TuEiiE aro somo public undcrtukiags 
in which the prosperity of an entire com- 
innnity is involved, that men with capital 
hjjSit^^e.to embark in ; it is not because 
they do not bear on their surface the like- 
lihood'Of being profitable, but that being 
(oir the general good they have some iu- 
distinot idea that Bomobody, they don't 
iTnow exactly who, shoaid step in and 
take' the initiative ; and altbongh they arc 
xeliiy to; admit the great public bencGt 
snQb'ubdertaliiogB wonld confer, tbey hang 
back until the advantages forever pass 
away, or absolute self-pressrvation forces 
ibem to do at the eleventh hour what 
might have been done more cheaply and 
more proQtably at an earlier period. In 
snc'u cases a good government usually 
steps in o'nd afiPords snoh goarantees as <i 
certain rate of iuttrest ou the capital in- 
vested, or the loan of a portion of tbo 
capital required, seoured on tho profits of 
the enterprise. Of coarse wo allude lo 
Buch nndertukinga as arc likely to be of 
paramount importance to a groat body of 
the people, and after due core has been 
taken to investigate the scheme, as the 
rule should always bo cnrefully observed 
that the public funds should never be used 
unless the enterprise is distinctly known 
to be conducive to the general welfare. 
Such an opportunity occuis at this mo- 
ment in Cariboo for Qoveniiuent iiiterfor= 
ence ; we allude to tho scheme for bring- 
ing in the water of Swift River to WiN 
liam Creek, and although no data exists 
upon which a judgment as lo its prncli- 
cability snfBcient to justify the Govern^- 
ment in tendering: its aid, still tho proba- 
bilities are in its favor, and we think that 
tho authorities would not be employing 
the small sum requisite for a survey inju- 
diciously in order to ascertain the truth of 
tho statemente made io relation to it. We 
have been informed by minors who know 
the conntry well that a portion of Swift 
JP>iyet con be brought in by way of Mc-. 
Oiillnrn's Gulch, by moans of a ditch of 
about ten miles in length, portions of 
which would require flaming, and a tun- 
nel of possibly one thoUBaiid feet would 
require to be mudo at un estimated cost 
of about $20,000. This sum would be 
easily raised in the district, becaase there 
are nomerons bydranlic claims to which 
tho water would bo supplied, and the 
owners of those clainis are prepared to 
take shares for which they would give 
labor in payment, so that a very small 
portion only of tho estimated cost would 
be required in money. According to tho 
calculations of our informants, a stream of 
400 inches could with snfety bo cnlciilu.ted 
on, and tho whole of tliis qmmlity would 
have a guaranteed sale for years at 25 
cents per inch, realising an income of $100 
per day, so that the entire capital wonld 
be repaid, allowing for expenses of super- 
intendence and repairs, in about a year 
and a half, having due regard to the por- 
tions of the season when the water could 
not be utilized on the hydraulic claims. 
There are also a number of creek claims 
that would gladly pay their quota for tho 
use of 'the water after it passes from the 
side hills; and the Flume Company would 
take up a number of shares in such a 
ditch, always providing that the water 
could bo shown to bo available to 
the extent and in the way proposed 
The necessity for some such addition to 
•> the present supply from the exi.sting 
Boorccs on William Creek has boon dis' 
trossingly made manifest in the almost 
entire cessation of mining operations 
during the past year. Men with claims 
knpWD. to - be rich, bnt unworkable for 
' want 'of water, were reduced to absolute 
want and tho hired hands were driven 
from the mines lo avoid inevitable starv- 
ation. Had there boon a safTieiency of 
water last year the yield of gold would 
have been ono-tbird larger than it was, 
and .'pronperity would have reigned in 
Oatiriboo instead of the penury and pri- 
vation which were observable througli 
the- whole of that district during tho past, 
season. It is not merely the compara- 
tively largo population at the mines that 
Buffers from such deprivation, but the 
vrhoIe:.of: the Oolony, hence wo maintain 
that^the introdnotion of water, which is 
tho miners' motive power, is a question in 
which the whole country is iniorestod. 
We aro perfectly aware by hard expori- 
enco of the uncertainty of everything con 
nected with ordinary mining operations, 
and we should ho the la^t to rocommond 
the Executive to stop out of its proper 
sphere and peril tho public money in any 
problematical Echeme; but wo are per- 
fectly certain, as far as human judgment 
can guide us, that; miles of tho upper 
portion of William Creek will pay largely 
for years to come if worked by moans of 
the hydraulic apparatus. All that we 
ask in the present instance is that tho 
Government would take such steps us 
Wiuld place beyond a doubt tho pracli. 
Cability of the outorpriso ; aud this may 
\ douo for the outlay, at most, of throo 
qailijr hundred dollars. All that is re^ 
dent present la to intrust the resi* 
n,jagpp. nmlsiioner to take necessary

His Lordship charged tbe Jary briefly and 
impartially, and' they retired to deliberate 
upon their veidiol;, and at half past 6 o'clock 
broaght in a veidiot of goilty, but recom- 
mended the prisoner to mere/ on tbetgroand 
that, being a Kanaka, be did net possess a 
aenie of tbe obaraetet of his orime as would 
make tho extreme penalty of the law odyla- 
able. Tbe Court determined to take tbe 
matter into ooneideration, and dafetrod sen- 
tence onlil to-morrow at IL o'clock,

Tho Attcraoy General appeared for the 
proaecuiioo, and Mr Ring, instructed by Mr 
Bishop, lor tbe defence.

TUB ANiTOMV BILL 

Game up for consideration in Committee of 
tho whole, boo. Buabby in tbe chair. 

Hon. Holbrook opposed the first section of 
tbe bill as be intended to oppose all tho 
others ; no School ol Ana omy existed, henco 
the bill was not required. The determina- 
tion of tbe medical men to torco tho bill 
tbronith in the face of tbe objeciioDS raised 
against it, was apt to create suspiciona that 
the doctors had teoeived ao imperleot edacu. 
tion before ' tbey came to tbe (Jolony, and 
vantnd to improve thimselvos at the expense 
of the feelings of tbo colonists. 

Hon Crease approved ol tho principles ol 
tho bill, but thought that by modifvins the 
provisions of tbe first olauee, tho bill would 
pass tbe House without dilHoolty ; bo would 
therefore move as an amendment that sub- 
jeots available fur disseotion be confinod to 
tho bodies of criminals who had uudorguno 
tbo extroiuo penally of ih3 low. 

Hon. Kohson supported the Draandmonl ; 
ho admired tho broad view taken ol tbo auh- 
J act by the hon. Attorney Ueoeral who hud 
no objoctiun to bo dissected after doath ; ho 
thought iLo hon. and learned member 
would form a most Interesting study while 
undergoiog that process, particularly when 
the bruin furusd the subject ot the iovesti- 
gatioD, that brain whenoo had iisued so 
many important public moasurea. Ha (hon. 
Robson) howevsr, objected to the bill as a 
most cruel and uncbristian measure, and 
one Ibat was likely to raise a soriuus outcry 
throughout the Colooy. 

Hon Ourrall oonid not understand why the 
only members wtio exhibited any antipatliy 
to the bill should be the hon, gentlemen from 
Now Westminster which he proaumed from 
the peculiar opinions expressed by tho ropro- 
ssntalives in tbat House, most he moribund. 
I'be number of subjects available under the 
amendment were wholly inadeqnate, and 
would in no way secure tbeobjecta of the bill. 
Tbo remarks ol boo. Holbrook were nothing 
but mandling sentimentality. Tbo doctors 
bad no ptrsinal interest in tho bill; any ad- 
vai.ta^ea they might derivo would ba ontirely 
reflective ; he bad been present at many 
operations in this Colony of a very diOijult 
character, and be was sure if he could have 
refreshed bis memory by aootamloal practice, 
be would have gone to them with far more 
coaSdenco. 

HoDj Davie— Tbe bodies of criminals as 
granted by the amendment wonld ootsafiice 
lor the purpose of public instrnotioo. Ho 
was sore if any hon. member met with an 
accident, requiring an operation, he wonld 
prefer having it done by a medical man who 
bad the advantage of recent practice by dis> 

Sectinn. Th» ooodili«>n«of »bo bill waroauoK 

as obtsiaed in all Bridsh Colonies, and 
would bo a source of congratulation to all 
who came to our shores, in tho knowledge 
tbat good medical treatment waa always 
available. Gsntlomen forgot that now modes 
of operation were being constantly introduced, 
and it was proper tbat aargeona sboold ba 
able to practice them. 

Hon. Helmcken did not know many peo- 
ple whose feelings ware hurt by the 
thoughts of haviug their relatives dissected 
after death; he did not think many people 
cared any thing about it. II any such feel- 
ing bad existed in former ages it waa owiug 
to the material character oltho religion wliiub 
then prevailed. So far from the peculiar 
sanct'ty with which hon. members ini^ined, 
the remains of dead aborigioea were regard- 
ed, they were in tho habit of eating one 
ano'her in some oouatries and tho (loah waa 
exposed for sale like ordinary meat ; even 
the Indiana on thia lalund wore formerly in 
the habit of eating one another, aud it was 
po sible thoy did so yet. We wore going to 
establish schools where reading and writing 
were to be taught, was tho eduoatian to end 
there? What are we going to do with our 
ehildreen when they reached tho ages of 15 
or IG ? What was tho nae of educating them 
up to that age and then allowing tbem to 
take their education and thomsalvss out of 
tbe Colony, wbiob tbey would undoubtedly 
do if there was oo means of instructioo iu 
Anatomy. We ought to take a ntUi- 
lurian view of sucb things, For tbe 
purposes of education a school of ona- 
tomy would ba required, and tho sooner 
it was comracnoed tbe butter. I'jvao with 
all the provisions of tho bill, oa they stuoJ, 
very lew subjeots would be obtained li r dia- 
aecii)n; gentlemen little knon the udvaa> 
luge to this Colouy that snob a sohool would 
produce, nor how much benefit the >urgeoiiH 
now conferred on this towu : people came 
from nil Iho noiyhboring aettlemonts around 
tiecouHtt) consult t'lero, aud il we m.ido 
Ibo surgeons more (jtlioient by the establiali- 
mont of an onalomiuul school, more peo[il'! 
wonld coma in order to have delicate opera- 
tions performed instead, of going to other 
cunnirles. Doolors can learn Irom bodies as 
liiwyers from bnok.i ; it waa not only thu 
childrou of this Colony, but the young 
people from tho noighboring counlriiti who 
would oomo hero f jr instruction. Hy past- 
ing that bill they would do much for tho 
Colony, to say nothing of tbe natural ro'. 
gard tbey must have for their chil Iren and 
their wive*. 

Hon Alston anpported the bill, as it was 
highly important that medical men ahoulii bo 
kepi up to a proper standard of oflicionuy. 
Il was quite impossible tbat ihcy could Iu - 
low tbo methods of operating if thoy were 
preoluded from praolioe. From tbat reason 
be dreaded tbey ooourrenoe of an accidont, 
as however proficient medical men might 
bave been years ago, the always required 
t'le assistanoe of praotice to enaole tbem to 
keep Ibeir bands in. 

lion King— The delicste feelings of hon 
members reminded him ol Sairy Uainp 
under similar oiroumstincea. She said she 
nearly fainted to see her dead husband ly- 
ing at tbe hospital with a penny piece on 
each eye and his wooden leg under hia left 
arm. AitJr eoino further disomsion, the 
whole of tha clauses ware tdoptod, tho third 
reading ordered for to-morrow, 

VICTORIA BT-LAW OBDINANCB. 

Hon Crease— The bill, was ioteaded to 
enable tbe Corporation to raise, by means of 
rates, Hio neoeasary funds to carry out tlu) 
Turiuus H)-lawa in tho bill ol incorporation 
which at tbe present time tbey wene unabl'i 
to do. 



Hen Helmoken— He shonld decidedly' op> 
pose the bill oa it gave the Corporation nn- 
linnited powers to put tho citizens to an in-" 
doliuite expense; under its provisions tbe 
Mnnioipal Council might pleane Iberasilvea 
as to what amonnt ol rates they would levy, 
and il ilia rates were not pa! I up, they had 
the powar ol charging 24 per cent, interest, 
a most exorbiinnt rate. The bill was ridi- 
culous ; they taigbl bave reason lor calling 
tho goncriil government tyraoDioal, but un- 
der that bill the Corporation wonld^be much 
mora so, and the oafnral result would be 
tliot ihey wonld prefer boing without any 
Corporation at al'. Tho bill might be used 
very injnrioualy, jnst as tbe fancy ol tho 
Corporation might dictate. 

Hon. Drake said tbo present Ordinance 
was in aid of the MuoloipBl Ordinance, ai<, 
under tbe last named ordinance there was no 
machinery existing to enable tbem to carry out 
tho provisions of the bill ol incorporation. It 
was only an enabling ordinance, anci con- 
fined in its eflectt to tho 35ih seotion of the 
Act of IncorporHlion. 

Hun. Wood Bi<ii tbe Act of Incorporation 
had been most carefully preparnd ; and he 
WHS sarpiiit'd to find them coming now to 
ask lor powers never contemplated by that 
Aci. 

HruB. Ring and Alston opposed the sec- 
ond reading. > 

Hon. Crease said tbat the powers in tbe 
Aot of Incorporation had been limited ex- 
pressly in order to have tbe experience of its 
working doting one year ; and he now came 
fnrword with an ordinanco giving tho addi- 
li mill latiiu Jo oeoeasury in order to secure the 
eUcelivi; iiiipiicttlioa of many of tho provis- 
ioiia cuniaineJ in the Aot of inoorporalion 
which ihore wa« no power ti enforce atprec- 
eni. If iha powers in the ordinance ware 
i ideriiiiio, they could be fixed in committee. 

Thu bill then paHsed a second reading. 

SHIP STUBES IN BOND. 

Don. Helmck;in moved that tho Governor 
be requested to order that a voyage to any 
Foraign port shall be considered of not loss 
than lorty days duration ; and tbat vessels ol 
fifty tons burthen and upwards bound foreign, 
shall be allowed to have their ttorea duty 
free. 

Hon. Haraley said that such a length of 
time fixed for short voyages would inevitably 
lead to a system ut smuggling; these vessels 
would be here possibly three times a week, 
and would demand stores for forty days on 
each ooooaioo ; the consequence wonld be 
that it wonld not bo ship stores simply, bat 
cargoes, which they could eas'ly land ataoine 
other part of tbe coiiat and bring back bete 
ugaiu, 'so that such goods would come in 
curapelilion with the honest trader, who has 
p: id duty, and would infii.>t a serious wrong. 
He woold propose, as en amendment, tbat 
such stores shall ba given In quantities pro- 
portioned to the length of tho voyage. 

Hon Ring — Although he would not sup. 
port the propoaed amendment, yet ha would 
bog to congralulato the hon. Collector of 
Customs upo'i the advauco that he is mak- 
ing towards freo trade and again making 
Victoria a free port ; and be would on all 
oocesiona take tbe liberty to invi'.a him to 
press forward in that direclioo., He would 
remind boo. morabera ibat the revenns ds« 
rive ) from Customs Uaty ou^bt never rise 
to protective duties. Whan the duties be- 
come protoQtive of some cinis it is a vice in 
leg's'atioo, against whiob he should always' 
humbly protest. ; 

Hon Helmcken — Tbey had been told that 
no alloratiou couia oo mBae-ia.'-»b«-,^OaaU)inil 
laws aQaotiog abipa atorea nolesa the rules 
laid down in tbe Castoms Consolidation Act 
ware conformed to ; they had adapted tha 
resolution to those rules and were now told 
lhat the rules wore inapplicable. The hon 
Collector of Customs seemed to have a 
strange dread of anything in the shape ol 
merchaodiaa leaving Victoria. Tbe object 
ol tbe resolution waa to free comtneroe from 
acme of the trammels tbat now surrounded 
it. If a ship wanted stores for 40 days, sell 
them to her by nil means ; she wonld not be 
allowed to use them while in port, as luej 
wonkl buploced under lock and key. 

Hou Drako — Hu ohji!Cted to Iha amend- 
ment, bocauKt- they inuac tako tha Statute for 
a guide ; the Imporial Act said 40 days, and 
of ooursa lhat period must appear in ours! 
Tlia Governor wouid not bave power to as-j 
sent to anything not in accordance with the 
English Statute. As to vessels taking earj 
goes, that was mere absurdity ; tbe amount 
tnkt3o by small vessels was not worth talkl- 
log about. 

Hog Robson supported the resolution ; bo 
advocated 40 days because tbe amount of 
money oitiiued in this way wonld be so 
much gained to tbe Uplooy. The question 
wos not what these vessels would do with 
tho goods but what amount of trade would be 
gained tiy it. 

On division boo Haraley's amendment 
Wiift loal. 

Tne House then divided on the resolution, 
whicu Wild carried.
